CALGARY, Dec. 21.—The Bank 
of Montreal has decided to release

BITTER CONTEST 

“You have a very definite and 
special responsibility in the next 
provincial election. There is every 
indication now that a bitter contest 
will be fought between three gen- 
eral groups: 

“4—A group which tends to ig- 
nore our place in confederation, 
questions the constitution and 
flaunts non-co-operation in the face 
of federal authorities; 

“2-—A group who see in govern- 
ment only a means atiaining 
power, supported by individuals of 
great wealth; 

—A group which will take 
the centre course, believing in the 
province and in the Dominion and 
in the closest co-operation between 
them. 

CENTRE COURSE 

“The centre course,” said Mr 
Gray, “we commend to you.” He 
said there would be no politicians 
in “the centre course.”

The 
house-holders have shown no inclination to re- 
volt. From their acquiescence it may be gather- 
ed they rather wondered why the change was 
not made iong ago. Of course it does not follow 
that house-holders in Calgary and Ottawa 
would submit so tamely if they were put in the 
presence of the “accomplished fact.” Still, those 
are cities where innovations in other directions 
have found ready acceptance. Calgary was the 
birth-place of the Social Credit movement, and 
Ottawa adopts “daylight saving” every summer. 
Maybe if the milkmen just stopped coming 
around before dawn the customers would stop 
finding reasons why they should. 


HIS TURN TO LAUGH 

Under the influence of one climatic aggrava- 
tion or another, there probably have been times 
when every Albertan has repeated the hoary 
joke about “giving the country back to the 
Indians.” Farmers in one district in New 
Mexico propose just that; though they want the 
U.S. Government to do the giving. Having 
broken up the range land to grow cultivated 
crops, their experience has been much like that 
of settlers in parts of the Canadian prairies. 
Drought, heat, cold and winds have defeated 
their plans and killed their hopes. Now they 
want the Government to buy them out, and give 
their land—250,000 acres of it—back to the 
Navajo tribe, to whom it originally belonged. 
The money, they argue, would enable them to 
move away and start somewhere else, the Gov- 
ernment would be doing an act of restitution, and 
the Indians would get the land, which they want. 

What the Indians would do with the land 
which the white men have tilled in vain, is not 
suggested. Probably they would just let nature 
take its course, in their traditional way, and thus 
turn the farms back into range. Which seems 
likely to be the fate of a considerable area of the 
great central plains, on both sides of the border. 
The white man found these pasture lands. He 
plowed the sod and grew wonderful crops of 
wheat. But he over-did the thing. He destroyed 
the fibre of the soil, and when dry seasons came 
he found himself in a desert where whirling 
wind-storms blew away his seed. If the Indians 
made a mistake in leaving the whole plains in 
grass, the white man made the mistake of leav- 
ing too little. One way or another, with the help 
of his governments, he will now have to restore 
a good part of them to the condition in which 
he found them. The Indian will be pardoned if 
he smiles.

WARNING TO DEMOCRACIES 

Russia's secret political police force, come 
monly called the “ogpu,” signalized its 20th anni- 
versary by announcing that eight prominent 
officials of long standing in the Soviet set-up had 
been shot. One had been a former vice-commis- 
sor of foreign affairs, another a former secretary 
of the central executive of the Communist party. 
It is to be said of the directors of the Soviet that 
they play no favorites, and murder suspected 
friends as readily as avowed enemies, perhaps 
even more readily. As under all dictatorships, 
party solidarity is the all important thing. A 
Russian Communist who changes his mind in- 
vites death. 

Maybe a dictatorship can be maintained in 
Russia by such methods. It seems unlikely they 
will encourage the setting up of dictatorships of 
any kind anywhere else. For nothing has been 
done at Moscow that has not been done elsewhere 
to preserve an arbitrary government from party 
cleavage and populer uprising. Force, ruthless 
and deadly, is the one and only means by which 
a governing rity can keep itself in power. 
The warning that Russia is giving the peoples of 
other countries against permitting themselves 
to be subjected to Soviet rule is equally a warn- 
ing against fascism or any other brand of 
tyranny. The warning is surely terrible enough 
to drive home the moral.

BRITISH PREFERENCE IS SAFE 


Prime Minister Chamberlain's assurance that 
the British preference is to remain the key- 
stone of intra-Empire trade agreements should 
remove anxiety concerning the effects of the 
United Kingdom-United States negotiations. 
Even Mr. Benneit should be satisfied with the 
pronouncement that “the great plan” of Imperial 
preferences culminated in the Ottawa agree- 
ments of 1932. A Government dominated by a 
son of Joseph Chamberlain is not likely to de- 
stroy the principle, and in Canada the party of 
Laurier and Fielding, who first gave it practical 
effect, cannot well overthrow it. 

International trade negotiations necessarily 
are conducted behind closed doors in preliminary 
stages. The public is obliged to exercise faith, 
which at the present time is being tested by the 
belief that something momentous is underway. 
Manifestly more than a United Kingdom- 
United States pact is involved. The British 
Empire is participating in a new trade arrange- 
ment to include the States and indirectly other 
countries which would come in under the most- 
favored-nations policy. If such a far-reaching 
undertaking can be worked our successfully few 
of the world’s important trading nations would 
be omitted. The achievement would not fall far 
short of what the World Economic Conference 
sought in vain.—Toronto Globe and Mail. 


THE POTATO VOTE 


In the midst of its serious business, Washing- 
ton takes time off for a little amusement. A 
little while ago the Governor of Idaho declared 
that the potatoes grown in his state were the best 
in the country. The Governor of Maine prompt- 
ly countered by sending his Idaho brother a 
certificate as the champion story teller, and 
followed it up by sending each of the governors 
of the forty-eight states a choice selection of 
Maine potatoes. 

But the Governor of Idaho did not remain 
idle. He sent a whole carload of the best pota- 
toes of Idaho to Washington, put them up in 
small neat crates, each potato wrapped in tissue 
paper, and sent a parcel to each member of 
Congress, to local newspapers, and even to Con- 
gressional correspondents. The potato war was 
on. Then Maine suggested that each in turn 
should serve their potatoes in the House and 
Senate restaurants and the challenge was 
promptly accepted, Maine sending for her supply 
to be sent on express by aeroplane. 

On Wednesday the potatoes of both were to 
be served and judges were to pronounce the 
verdict. They chose as judges four representa- 
tives—the territorial delegates—who have no 
vote in Congress but now became umpires be- 
tween the two states. They came from Alaska, 
the Philippines, Hawaii and Puerto Rico. After 
the potatoes were solemnly sampled the judges 
deposited their ballots. When the box was 
opened it was found to contain four blank ballot 
papers. Surely a happy decision. Peace is 
restored.—Halifax Chronicle.

parties. At the Hague the countries in question, 
moreover, in May, 1937, entered an arrangement 
which means a further step in the direction of 
promoting their commercial relations. 

Although economically closely allied, the 
Northern Conuntries are not desirous or seg- 
regating themselves from the remainder of the 
world for the purpose of forming their own mer- 
cantile block on autarchic lines. The commercial 
intercourse with foreign countries will always 
be of paramount importance to all the Northern 
Countries. Without an extensive exchange of 
goods with other nations, the Northern Countries 
would not be able to maintain their high 
standard of life and continue to increase their 
social measures for the good of their peoples.

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Your Health

Many special modifications of diet treatment 
have been worked out—so many that I will not 
have the space to describe all of them. How- 
ever, I will take up as many as possible. 

Probably the simplest kind of special diet is 
the milk diet used in the treatment of stom- 
ach ulcers. This special diet often has excellent 
results, producing a rapid healing of the ulcer, 
and the patient usually gets along very well on 
it, when the taking of the ordinary mixed diet 
causes great discomfort. 


Another special type of diet used is referred 
to as a High Roughage Diet. This is used prin- 
cipally in the treatment of atonic constipation, 
in which the colon is relaxed and lazy. The aim 
is to provide the colon with large amounts of 
roughage, obtained chiefly from vegetables, 
fruits, and natural grains. The patient is al- 
lowed a very liberal use of raw and cooked veg- 
etables, is given stewed fruits such as prunes, 
figs and apples, and is given whole-wheat pro- 
ducts, together with a moderate amount of 
meat. A dish of the cooked vegetables may even 
be advised for breakfast. Such a diet is often 
satisfactory in bringing about relief of the con- 
stipated condition for which it is given. 

Still another diet commonly used is the Bland 
Diet, in which the chief aim is to provide a 
smooth diet with little bulk. While this is ex- 
tensively employed, I do not find it valuable in 
the extreme form in which it is generally used; 
although a modified form may be beneficially 
used. The Bland Diet may be helpful in colitis 
when it is desirable to provide a soft, non-irritat- 
ing residue. The usual Bland Diet calls for milk, 
eggs, cream, white bread, smooth cereals, mac- 
aroni, potatoes, pudding, cream soups, etc., and 
it has been my experience that it may create 
an acidosis which must later be corrected. 

In the modified form of this diet, I suggest 
that the patient avoid raw fibrous foods for a 
time and that the cooked vegetables be finely 
minced or pureed. The patient usually needs to 
avoid fruit skins. When the patient with colitis 
or with an irritable colon follows such a regi- 
men for a time, the intestinal irritation will often 
subside in a satisfying way through the use of 
this modified Bland Diet. 

Sometimes the patient requests a diet for the 
express purpose of correcting that type of 
acidosis built up through an excessive use of the 
acid-forming foods. He may then be provided 
with a Base-Forming Diet. In such a diet, the 
alkaline-forming foods are fed in abundance 
and the acid-forming foods such as meat, eggs 
and cereals are cut down to the minimum. The 
foods most likely to be helpful are the fruits 
and vegetables. Among the vegetables, potatoes 
are included. Those who are particularly in- 
terested in this type of dietetic regulation are 
welcome to send for two of my articles: 
ACIDOSIS and THE ACID-ALKALINE 
BALANCE. This latter article will provide you 
with a list of common foods, telling you which 
are in the acid-forming and which are in the 
alkaline-forming class. Send your request to me 
and enclose a large, self-addressed, stamped 
envelope. 

Probably the type of restricted diet most 
frequently attempted by the layman is the Re- 
ducing Diet. Various kinds of reducing regimens 
have been worked out, and first one is popular 
and then another. However, the basic reducing 
diet is that which provides a reasonable amount 
of meat, plenty of vegetables, eggs, and non-

fattening desserts. The principal aim in the suc - | 


cessful reducing regimen must be to keep the 
patient away from too many starches, sugars and 
fats, while providing all of the elements in the 
way of protein, food minerals and vitamins 
needed for good nutrition. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Lila asks: “Is it all right to use 
coco-butter on the face? Will it grow hair? What 
is the chief reason it is used?” 

ANSWER: Coco-butter is used chiefly for the 
purpose of causing the skin of the face to become 
softer and smoother. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that it will cause the growth of hair. It is 
used for the same reason cold cream is used. The 
one having a dry skin often benefits from its 
application. 

QUESTION: Gloria N. states: “There is a 
good indoor swimming pool] close to us and in- 
asmuch as I want to become a champion swim- 
mer, I have kept up my swimming. Mother ob- 
jects because she says that coming out of the 
pool with my hair wet will cause me to catcl 
cold. Should I postpone the swimming for this 
Treason?” x 

ANSWER: I recommend swimming as an all- 
year sport and am sure that the definite benefit 
you will gain from swimming regularly more 
than offsets the possibility of catching cold. 
After coming from the warm pool, take a cool 
shower, then have a vigorous rub-down with 
a towel and make sure you dry the hair 
thoroughly and there will be very little danger 
that you will catch cold. There are many 
thousands who would like to swim during the 
winter but who are unable to do so because no 
pool is located conveniently close to them. 
Swimming is excellent for producing a sym- 
metrical development of the muscles over the 
entire body and for this reason is an especially 
fine sport for young women who wish to build 
up attractive figures. Your ambition to become 
a champion swimmer is to be encouraged, pro- 
vided you are willing to come along slowly and 
do not enter too many competitive events.

Place 
hands behind ears and pull head 
even farther upward. Repeat ten 
times. Try to keep your head in 
the position it is in after the pull- 
ing and stretching. 

It’s a good idea to use a complex- 
fon brush on your throat at least | 
once a week. Be sure to give it al 
thorough scrubbing every time you

“Some day we'll have a little | 
farm of our own and live off the | 
fat of the land,” runs a song of | 
hope he chants in the play—a hope | 
that is never fulfilled. But in real 
life the erstwhile waif now could 
buy a dozen farms if he wished. He 
lives as he pleases. His earnings | 
have totalled at much as $80,000 a } 
year. 

In a penthouse apartment and | 
amid the evidences of happy 
family life, at 40 he tells the 
strange story of his life with mod- 
eration and convincing earnestness. | 


ACROSS ATLANTIC 

With 300 other English children, 
the lad, then known as Sam Jones, 
was brought across the Atlantic to 
Dr. Barnardo's home in Toronto 
when he was six. 

Seventeen times he was | 
adopted into farm homes. His | 
first foster-mother was a Mrs. | 
Sherwood at Bracebridge, Ont., 
who died after 12 months. 
There followed a quick succes- 
sion of trips back to the home 
in Toronto, then out to new 
farms. Sometimes his foster- 
parents would find they could 
not afford his keep. Other times 
he ran away when at the farm 
he found a minimum of family 
life and a maximum of chores. 
Finally he found himself out in 

Manitoba, at the Newton farm at 
Ingelow. From there, at the age 
of 11, he ran away to Rivers, Man.. 
where he obtained work as a rail- 
road chore boy. In six months he 
had the money to reach Winnipeg. 

He was a jack of all trades, He 

sold papers, ran errands, toiled in

working as an usher for “Doc

Iowa, saying his mother 
was dangerously ill, and together 
they set out for the American city, 
without funds, they “rode the 
rods.” 

Within 12 miles of their destina- 
tion, Ford slipped to his death be- 
low the wheels of the train, Fright- 
ened, hungry and penniless, young 
Jones finally reached Sioux City 
and sought refuge in a church, He 
was befriended by the priest, Father

He found Ford's 
died at almost the moment the 
train had crushed life from his 
friend’s body. At that instant 
Sam Jones became Wallace Ford. 


He went from job to job but the 
stage always called and eventually | 
he got back in the theatre. In aj 
few months he secured a compara- | 
tively good part in Booth Tarking-| 
ton’s “Seventeen” in Indianapolis | 
and later the play was brought to 
Broadway.

His climb to fame accelerated. He | 
played the boy William Scott in 
John Drinkwater's “Abraham Lin- 
coln’ and appeared in “Abie's Irish 
Rose,” “Pigs,” and many others. 
Then came Hollywood and fabulous | 
contracts. “The Informer,” “The 
Lost Patrol,” and “Men in White” | 
are a few of his 79 pictures. j 

With success came also domestic | 
happiness—in his marriage to Mar-; 
tha Haworth, daughter of the play- 
wright, 

The story of how he found the 
mother he never had known has 
been told before, Briefly, through 
the agency of Dr. Barnado’s Homes, 
Scotland Yard, and Hollywood's 
high-powered publicity he realized 
an intuitive feeling that his mother, 
dead according to orphanage rec- 
ords, still lived. This year he found 
her living in Northwich, Cheshire. 

And today, like her son, she “lives 
off the fat of the land.”
